bid. When his forcing jump re- 
sponse of t h r e e hearts was 
raised, he thought of going all 
the way, and proceeded to em- 
bark on a Blackwood inquiry. 
All of the aces were quickly 
accounted for; however, when 
North turned 
up with only 


one king, South revised his es- 
timates and decided to content 
himself with trying for a small 
slam. Actually South's mental 
processes might be regarded as 
a nonsequitur, for the number 
of kings held by North was not 
really vital. For example, pos-

At trick two the king of dia-

Amid much fanfare, Premier Khrushchev 


eight months ago proposed to Western govern- 
ments an agreement to outlaw the use of force 
in any territorial dispute for any reason—wheth- 
er political, economic, strategic or whatever. 
And he urged the use of all peaceful means, 
including the United Nations, to settle such 
disputes. 


Now comes Malaysia complaining that In- 


donesia has dropped paratroopers on her soil, 
and asking the Security Council to condemn such 
aggression. Indonesia doesn't deny the charge. 
She merely insists that Malaysia is not really 
independent, but a British puppet because Brit- 
ain, after granting her independence, has also 
agreed to defend her against -aggression. So. 
says Indonesia, she isn't committing any aggres.- 
sion, just battling "neo-colbnialism." 


Except fdr Russia and Czechoslovakia, all 


members of the Council agree with Malaysia. A 
mild resolution is offered which merely deplores 
instead of condemning Indonesia's use of force. 
Both sides are asked to respect the other's inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity, and to settle 
differences peacefully. 


But Russia vetoes even this wrist-slapping 


resolution. She is obviously trying to keep 
Indonesia on her side in the rivalry with Red 
China, and also to defend herself against Peking 
charges of being soft on capitalism. The Soviet 
delegate explains that this is a matter of colo- 
nialism, therefore the whole issue must be 
placed in perspective.

Soviet Athletes 


At the last Olympics the Russians pretty much ran 


away with things, winning the "unofficial" national 
victory. Faced with the staggering Russian total of 
individual gold medals, western commentators won- 
dered if U. S., Canadian, British, German, and Scan- 
dinavian amateurs would ever again be able to compete 


f ) with the State-subsidized athletes o£ the Soviet Union. 


Strangely enough, however, the Soviets are, at the 


moment, very busy downgrading their chances for 
victory this October in the Olympics at Tokyo. Grigory 
V. Yuriev, an exiled Russian journalist who pores over 
Russian publications for the Institute for the Study of 
the USSR in Munich, has come up with an astounding 
batch of complaints from various Soviet sources that 
the Russian drive for athletic supremacy has been 
blunted all over the place. Soft living, conceit, an 
unwillingness to master new techniques, and a "passion 
for Western ways of life," are blamed for miserable 
showings in some of the local Soviet contests for places 
on the Olympic team which Moscow is sending to 
Tokyo for the opening of the 1964 games on October 10. 


The July 21 issue of "Komsomolskaya Pravda," 


for example, printed a story. "Aces in Decay," 
which set forth the horrendous details of the sus- 
pension of nine members of the USSR championship 
water polo team. The disciplined nine have been 
accused of "moral degeneracy" lor bringing large 
amounts of smuggled clothing back with them from 
team matches in the West. "Trash in their travel 
bags and mold in their souls," says the editor of 
"Komsomolskaya Pravda." His sad conclusion is 
that a substitute team "will find it hard to make up 
four years of training in the remaining months 
before the Olympics."

Time To Clean Up Campaign, Discuss Issues 


WASHINGTON, — Presidential 


campaigns 
are, unfortunately, 


based on the assumption that the 
people are "too damn dumb to 
understand"—as the late Harry 
Hopkins, 
adviser 
to . President 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, expressed 
it during New Deal days when he 
blandly announced that the Dem- 
ocratic administration intended to 
"tax and tax, spend and spend, 
and elect and elect." 


But nothing could be farther 


from a true analysis of the reac- 
tion of the people in any political 
campaign. It isn't the average 
man who is incapable of making 
a fair judgment on the real issues 
when they are presented to him. 
The trouble is rather that those 
in a position to influence public 
opinion often become so involved 
in their own passions and preju- 
dices that they produce state- 
ments and speeches which serve 
not merely to confuse the voter 
but actually to mislead him. 


The other day a certified public 


accountant in New York, with an 
admitted 
cynicism, 
wrote 
this 


correspondent suggesting a new 
glossary of terms for the cam- 
paign. Among them were the fol- 
lowing: 


"Justified civil disobedience — 


a 'demonstration' by my side. 


"Defiance of the law—a 'dem- 


onstration' By your side. 


"Mainstream — the current of 


my thought. 


"Moderate—like me. 
"Extremist—one who fervently 


believes what I fervently disbe- 
lieve." 


Who, upon careful 
reflection, 


can be satisfied with the kind of 
campaign that is being conducted 
today? Is it right to impugn the 
integrity 
of either 
candidate? 


Granted that no man in politics 
has been without sin in the many 
"conflicts of interest" that arise, 
can it be implied that either of 
the men running for the Presi- 
dency today would not be con- 
scious of the difference between 
right and wrong in the conduct of 
the highest office in the land?

CONGRESS 
— The Congress 


now drawing to a close may well 
be recorded as one of the most 
productive in modern times, bar- 
ring only those that sat during 
the major wars. 


Tax cut and civil rights legisla- 


tion, of course, head the list, 
but the legislators have worked 
long and diligently to accomplish 
many advances in 
government, 


including a lot of groundwork on 
matters that will be carried for- 
v:ard in future sessions of Con- 
gress. 


Admirers of President Johnson 


are giving him credit for getting 
through much that has been done. 
Johnson's long legislative exper- 
ience and the many friends he 
has made on Capitol Hill made 
his personal activities in this area 
a "natural." 


However, the groundwork laid 


by the late President Kennedy's 
administration has also played an 


important role. His admirers — 
and they are legion on Capitol 
Hill as elsewhere — point out that

fought. 


There are lots of issues that can 


be explained in simple form by 
both candidates so that the voter 
will really be able to make his 
own judgment as to whether this 
is or is not a time to change 
administrations. 


It isn't too late to clean up the 


campaign and produce a high- 
minded discussion of the real 
issues to be faced by the Amer- 
ican people when they make a 
choice in the coming election.

Relief is obtained with rest and 


the use of digitalis and a diuretic.

Many per- 
sons with this condition are will- 
i,ig to undergo heart surgery to 
correct the valvular defect. 


Playing football is fun but is 


not as important as it appears 
to be. A better policy is to spare 
the heart by not over-exerting. 
This does not mean the youngster 
needs to become an invalid. It 
means using common sense by 
walking instead of running, tak- 
ing the elevator instead of walk- 
ing upstairs, and getting enough 
sleep and rest. When the organ 
is spared in this way, it might 
last a normal life span. 


But this is not all. The heart 


should be checked every year. 
X-rays will show whether 
the 


organ is enlarging.

time 


may come when surgery is need- 
ed. Meanwhile, infections should 
be 
avoided, 
especially 
those 


caused by streptococci.

Fink's 
looks like a phone booth with 
bottles. Lurie ordered a shot of 
cognac, in Hebrew, with a piece 
of ice in it. 


He is an integral part of the 


infant State of Israel. Lurie is 
managing director of The Jerusa- 
lem Post, the only English lan- 
guage newspaper in the capital. 
Long ago, in Brooklyn, he was 
editor of The New Utrecht High 
School paper. Now he is 54, and 
there is snow on the roof. 


He came here in 1930 to visit 


his parents, and never got home. 
Gershon Agron started the Post. 
Lurie was one of a staff of three. 
Today he runs the paper and it 
has a staff of 160. Twenty-eight 
years 
ago, 
he 
married Tzila 


Lippman, who was born in Tel 
Aviv. She's a Sabra. This is a 
local cactus which is thorny out- 
side and sweet inside. 


They 
have 
three daughters, 


fresh roses. The family is happy 
here and, in spite of his love for 
the United States, he says: "I 
gave up my citizenship because 
I coudn't live here as a Jew and 
still hide behind an American 
passport." 
Lurie 
is a 
tough 


realist, but he is also a born 
assessor of facts. 


He sipped the cognac and nod- 


ded 
for 
another. 
A one-time 


Dutchman, Amos Arad. sat with 
him. Arad was reading the paper 
and there was a story about an 
English girl. Susan, who said: 
"We are not made to feel one 
with the youth of Israel, who are 
very arrogant toward us." Mr. 
Arad is lean and dark and young. 
He works for the Tourist Bureau 
and he does not like Jews from 
other lands to feel unhappy in 
Israel. 


Lurie shrugged. He has heard 


similar complaints from Ameri- 
can Jews. The Israeli feels that 
this is indeed the Promised Land, 
and he is impatient with Jews 
who prefer to live elsewhere. 
Ted Lurie has five brothers who 
are successful businessmen in the 
United States, but he does not 
urge them to live here. A man 
must live where his heart dwells. 


Israel is young and belligerent. 


It occupies a strip of coast along 
the eastern Mediterranean. 
"If 


war comes," Lurie says, "we 
cannot retreat according to plan 
because there is no place to re- 
treat. This country is alert 24 
hours a day every day. The 
people who are here feel that 
they should be joined by their 
brethren." 


The population is now 2,400,000. 


It is possible, though not prob- 
able, that one could get 2.-WO.OOO 
opinions on any question. 
For 


example, is Jewry a religion, an 
ethnic group, a national group, 
all three or none? 


The editor has the tough, lined 


face of a retired boxer. Ho makes 
a pretty good argument for th* 
Jew being all three. He can make 


just as fine an argument for th« 
Jews being a religious or ethnic 
group. 


In the very next breath, he sayi 


that eighty per cent of the Isra- 
elis do not practice their religion 
regularly. This makes the Jew 
a complex personality, who is 
fiercely loyal to his brothers, in 
perfect accord with his God and 
his Torah, but indifferent about 
the rabbinate. 


Parliament, of course, is called 


the Knesset, and the right of the 
Jew to disagree with his fellows 
while holding them in deepest 
affection is best displayed in tha 
legislature. There are 12 parties 
in the 120 elected members. They 
range from a frankly Communist 
group on the left to the ultra- 
Orthodox on the right. There is 
another group, so far right that 
they do not believe in Israel, al- 
though 
they 
live here. 
They 


maintain that there can be no 
Jewish homeland until the mes- 
siah comes and, as they do not 
believe that he has yet arrived, 
then the state itself is illegal. 


Still, Israel has a ten percent 


annual economic growth in spite

disagreement.

Jews have made verdant farms, 
nourishing cities, industries, air- 
lines, and shipping lines. Crime 
is low. The last murder occurred 
during a theatre holdup two years 
ago. 


Juvenile delinquents are called 


B'nai Tovim—Sons of the Good 
People. They form gangs, steal 
cars, sell stolen radios, but they 
do not carry switchblade knives, 
and avoid assault and rape. They 
are a minor irritant here because 
the parents pride themselves on 
lawfulness, cleanliness, and filial 
devotion. 


Tiie big problem is the rabbin- 


ate versus the state. 
The Su- 


preme Court of Israel has re- 
versed the chief rabbis a few 
times. The rabbinate interprets 
law from the commandments of 
Mount Sion. This is the highest 
law. but the judiciary point out 
that it is valid only in matters 
of religion. The rabbis counter 
by reminding the Supreme Court 
that Israel does not even hav« 
a written constitution.
